NEW ORLEANS. Aug. 8 l*>-The 
Association of Catholic Laymen — 
bypassing its archbishop — yester- 
day asked Pope Plus XII in Rome 
to stop racial Integration In the 
ihurcb. 



In a letter that challenged the 
right, ol Aichblshop Joseph P. Run- 
nel to define a matter 6f morals, 
the group of New Orleans Catholics 
asked; 

1. That Archbishop Rummel be 
requested "to take no further steps" 
toward Integration of white and Ne- 
gro Catholics pending a papal pro- 
nouncement, and 

2. That the papacy decree that 
segregation is not morally wrong 
and sinful as Uie archbishop hais 
said it Is. 

The letter also listed types of seg- 
regation in regions of the nation and 
the world outside the South. 

Archbishop Rummel said he had 
no immediate comment. He said he 
would Issue a statement later. 

"For over two years now." the 
letter to Pope Plus said, "conscien- 
tious and sincere Catholics In the 
Archdiocese of New Orleans have 
been confronted with the strange 
new doctrine, propounded by our 
archbishop, his excellency, Joseph 
Francis Rummel, lhat the segrega- 
tion ol the white and Negro races 
la ■mnra lly wrong and sinful.'

House Votes Delays 
On Atom Generators 



WASHINGTON. Aug. 9 (/PpTihe h>>u»e refused today to 
order the atomic energy comnfission to go ahead with three^ 
experimental reactors and five atomic power plants for co- 
operatives or public power groups. The action was taken on 
standing votes subject to later roll-calls during house con- 
sideration of a $389,145,000 AEC construction authorization 
bill. Republicins contended that the pro.jects would put the 
government .more deeply into the public power buaineaa. 
Democratic backers r e p i i e d 
they are needed if this coun- 
try is to keep pace . in the 
atomic field. 

Adopted on a 140-85 standing 
vote waa a Republican-sponsored 
amendment to Iteep in' the bill 
$129,915,000 for construcUon of the 
atorinic power plants, but deleting 
language which would have direct- 
ed the AEO to build the projects. 
All five now are In the negotiation 
stage and would remain so under 
the amendment. 

The house also deleted from the 
bill on standing votes language 
telling the AEO to go , ahead with 
work on-three -experimental re- 
actors to be built at AEO plants In 
Idaho and 'WuHlngton state. 

These projects are a natural 
uranium gas-cooled reactor, a Plu- 
tonium reactor to eipeilment with 
uje of Plutonium for fuel and an 
experimental spedaj materials re 
actor.

Water Lack Blamed as T. F. 
Trees Take on Wilted Look 



Twin Falls' ailing ash trees are 
not the victims of disease or Insects 
but they might need a drink of 
water, in the opinion of a University 
of Idaho plant pathologist. 

Dr. Harry Fenwick, the plant ex- 
pert from Moscow, looked over snme 
of the wUted-appcarlng ash trees 
here itils week and lound no evi- 
dence of Insect damage or plant 
diseasea. 

In the case of ths young trees, 
3 to 4 years old, he believes they 
may not have been planted d^ply 
enough and that the constant whlp- 
pi l lg P f tli e wind l i as bro ken off 
root hairs and feeder root!. Tljls, 
he points out. results In an In- 
sufficient amount ol water trans- 
ported upwards to the lollage. 

Another possibility cited by Dr. 
Fenwick Is lhat the treei were not 
watered early enough during the 
spring. Homeowners held off on the 
water because of large rainfall, but 
It Just wasn't enough. 

Thirdly, says Dr. Fen wick. some 



of the trees were "fed" Insulfi'clent- 
ly._A— halani:cd_.IertlllKt_liL the 
soil and plenty of water during the 
sununer months would do much 
to eliminating your aih's wilting ap- 
pearance. 
As far aa older treei are concerned, 
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the heavy freeze In 1865-may_have 
Injured the root systems to permit 
fimgl to move In. The fungi, he 
explains, destroy or plug the ■water- 
conducting tissues of the root so 
that when water demands are great 
during the summertime the moisture 
can't be transported to the foliage.
